Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Vanden 
Bussche et al patent 6,655,829. 

Vanden Bussche et al disclose microfluidic mixer apparatus and method of using 
such apparatus (see especially column 1 and column 11, lines 1-19). The disclosed 
apparatus comprises a substrate having a central mixing aperture 14 being the 
terminating point of plural channels 10,11,12 intersecting therto at various oblique and 
tangential angles to effect swirling mixing within the aperture (see especially the 
Abstract, figures and column 4, line 18-column 5, line 10). 

Regarding claims 2 and 6, see column 10, lines 55-65 concerning a covered 
layer and centered outlet port (see also coumn 14, lines 27-29). 

Regarding claims 3 and 7, varied materials of construction are covered at column 
10, lines 55-65. 

Regarding claims 4 and 8, varied aperture shapes are discussed at column 6, 
lines 8-25. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-8 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
